Section  V ~ Water  Supply. 

(1)  All  the  quays  and  piers  are  supplied  by  the  town 
water  supply,  those  on  the  west  being  supplied  with 
Hest  Cowes  water. 

On  the  East  Cowes  side  the  ingston  Jetties  are 
supplied  with  Ilewport  water.  Trinity  House  wharf  is 
supplied  with  East  Cowes  water  v^hich,  however,  they 
are  unable  to  use  either  for  their  drinking  tanks  or 
their  boilers  owing  to  its  extreme  hardness.  All 
Trinity  House  vessels  and  private  yachts  are  supplied 
from  the  town  Pier.  This  may  not  be  available  much 
longer. 

(2)  Water  supplied  are  tested  by  the  town  rtedioal  Officer 
of  Health. 

(3)  Hydrarits  and  hosepipes  are  ins_eoted  oy  the  Port 
Lledical  Officer  of  Health. 

(4)  There  are  no  official  water  boats. 

Section  VI  - Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations.  1952. 

(1)  The  list  of  infected  areas  is  supplied  regularly  to 
H.H.  Customs  Watorguard,  and  also  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  v^hen  considered  necessary. 

(2)  The  Port  I'edical  Officer *s  telephone  is  manned  24 
hours  a day,  seven  days  a week,  llessagos  are  sent 
and  received  via  ITiton  Radio. 

(3)  Llessages  can  be  received  and  delivered  via  Shipping 
Agents  and  the  Duty  Pilots  Office  at  Eyde . 

In  connection  with  (2)  and  (3)  above,  the 
Port  kedical  Officer  is  frequently  consulted 
for  medical  advice  by  ships  in  the  Channel, 
and  where  it  is  considered  necessary  that  a 
sick  man  be  landed  the  ship  is  directed  to 
Cowes  Roads. 

(4)  liooring  stations  are  situated  alongside  Kingston 
Jetty,  Lledina  WTiarf,  Shepherds  \;harf , Trinity  House 
Wharf  and  the  pontoon.  j)uring  the  aujimer  season 
private  yachts  anchor  in  the  Harbour  Pool  and  in  the 
Roads.  During  the  height  of  the  season  there  may  be 
as  many  as  500  yachts  within  the  Port  precincts  with 
a minimum  of  4 - 5 persons  living  on  board  each. 
Close  watch  has  to  be  kept  in  the  River  for  sewage 
pollution  at  these  times,
